(Mate Ma‘amatz.) The letter was 
sent to people on the settlement 


council’s mailing list. 

The census, which takes place 
every 10 years and is to begin 
tomorrow, is being carried out by 
the Central Bureau of Statistics. 
Participation in the census is 
compulsory. 

Yehiel Leiter, a spokesman for 
the settlement council, said the 
council realizes that not taking 
part in the census is a “minor 
crime,” but that this pales in 
comparison to “what the govern- 
ment is doing.” 

“The Rabin government has 
delegitimized and demonized the 
opposition,” Leiter said, “and 
has negated the rights of one-half 
of the population. It seems only 
right that one-half of the popula- 
tion should then not give the gov- 
ernment legitimacy by taking 
part in a national census.”

Tension rises in Croatia 


DIPLOMATS who secured a lull in fighting 
in Bosnia are now trying to prevent an offen- 
sive against Serbs in neighboring Croatia. 

The Croats moved a unit with 22 tanks out 
of Bosnia over the weekend and sent it toward 
the last slice of Serb-held Jand in Croatia, on 
the border with Serbia. 

UN and US envoys who hastened to the 
region apparently persuaded rebel Serbs to 
propose talks with Croatian leaders. ‘The Cro- 
atian government — which has repeatedly 
threatened to use force to recapture its terzi- 
tory — had no immediate response to the 
proposal for talks on Friday. 

A senior Western diplomat, insisting on 
anonymity, said the Croats had given negotia- 
tors six weeks to solve the conflict over the 
land known as eastera Slavonia, or they 
would use force. 

“There is an absolute red light to military 
action in eastern Slavonia,” said US Ambas- 
sador to Croatia Peter Galbraith.

Most American Jewish organizations, with 
the commendable exception of the Anti-Defa- 
mation League, preferred to ignore the implica- 
tions of the Washington event. Fearing that 
condemnation of Farrakhan would be interpret- 
ed as racism, they have apparently decided to let 
the establishment do the talking for them. In- 
deed, President Bill Clinton and General Colin 
Powell probably expressed what most Ameri- 
cans felt when they unequivocally rejected Far- 
rakhan and what he stands for. Clinton aptly 
referred ta the black leader’s rhetoric as “one 
man’s message of malice and division.’’ 

But Jews must realize that far more danger- 
ous than Farrakhan’s fiery rhetoric is the cam- 
paign of historic revisionism which accompa- 
nies it. His charge that Jews were the leading

What should worry pnts ja more 
than Farrakhan’s rhetoric, then, is the acquies- 
cence of the white establishment in this rewrit- 


ing of history. The vast majority of white Amer- - 


icans still reject the more offensive epithets of 
bigots. But their children go to colleges in 
which Farrakhan's gospel is taught under Con- 
stitutional protection and with the tacit approval 
of the authorities. Unless such teaching is coun- 
tered with a vigorous campaign of enlighten- 
ment, these children, both white and black, will 


not find Farrakhan’s — of hatred bags as 
freakish and repulsive as their elders do.

Handy excuse for murder 


ISGENAU Chakula, a 
new immigrant from 
Ethiopia, recently mur- 
his wife Ateklat. Before her 


“‘murder for the sake of family 
honor’ or ‘murder stemming 
from cultural differences.” These 
serve well to allocate blame, avoid 
responsibility, and raise funds for 


organizations. 

IPs easy enough to persuade 
most people that “‘they’’ are guilty: 
Russians from a violent society; 
Ethiopians from a primitive soci- 
ety; Arabs from a fundamentalist 
society. 

That just leaves us with one 
question: Why do ordinary Israeli 
men murder their wives? The sim- 
ple answer — there is no connection 
between murder and cultural 
background, except for the one 


repellent, uncultured individuals 
who have exhausted all other op- 


pressive impulses. 

In a recent redio interview pro- 
gram, Immigrant Absorption Min- 
ister Yair Tzaban cited cultural dif- 
ferences to explain the recent 
murder. From the immigrants’ 
point of view, he said, the move to 
Israel constitutes a total break- 
down of the traditional structure of 
life, dealing a heavy blow to men’s 
status vis-A-vis their wives. 

Tzaban gave a striking example 
of this problematic change. Just 
imagine, he said, how the man 
must feel when his wife co-signs

house. In a word: ‘‘Culture shock”’ 
is to blame for violence and wife 
murder by Ethiopian immigrants.

We can forget the fact that con- 
ditions in those centers, far away 
from jobs, are a much more likely 
explanation for violence than ‘‘cul- 
tral norms’ in the Ethiopian im- 

i ᾿ ing past. 

The police, who also know 
about the ‘‘cultural problem,”” 
wheeled out an Ethiopian expert 
fo explain the predicament of the 
unfortunate Ethiopian male io 
egalitarian Israel who has lost his 
former position of authority over 
his wife. 

But in Ethiopia, women had an 
alternative: Society there allowed 
them to leave abusive husbands 
gad retum to their parents’ house. 

The police and Mr. Tzaban 
know that, reveling in our enlight- 


ened attitude toward the status of 
women, we easily forget that an 
abused woman in Israel is caught 
in a death trap. We forget that 
Ateklat Chakula tuned to the po- 
fice three times, complaining of 
her husband’s violence against her 
and her children. 

The welfare authorities play the 
cultural card too. The director of 
the Rehovot municipality’s depart- 
ment for social services ἱ 
that his workers had tried to solve 
the problem by ‘“‘traditional Ethio- 
pian means.’”’ When these failed, 
for some reason, the woman re- 
fused to go to a shelter for abused 
women. So the murder was Atek- 
lat Chakala’s own fault! 

The welfare authorities know 
that when we hear about how they 
understand immigrants’ cultural 
needs, when we remember what ἃ 
humane welfare state we are, we 
tend to forget that most abused 
women who apply to shelters get 
turned away because of the short- 
age of shelters. We forget that the 
Police does nothing to protect 
these women; that the courts con- 
tinue to pass light sentences on 
violent husbands. We forget that 
Ha'aretz ran a paid advertisement 
on August 11 from a men’s organi- 
zation which, in effect, condoned 
violence -- and worse — against 
women. 

Never mind. We can comfort 
ourselves with the happy ending, 
with the programs aimed at help- 
ing immigrants acquire our stan- 
dards, and with the workshops for 
violent husbands run by women’s 
oreanizall

Civil

extreme right in Israel 
| has seized upon a tactic 
most recently made famous 


by the extreme left in the US, as 8 
way of challenging the decisions of 
their democratically elected gov- 
ernment. Civil disobedience has 
become the tool of choice for those 
in Israel who seek to undermine 
the peace process. 

It is difficult to fault any grovp 
for using a method sanctioned and 
graced by Henry David Thoreau, 
Mahatma Gandhi, and Martin Lu- 
ther King, Nonetheless, more than 
any other form of social protest. 
this is a course of conduct whose 
moral quality depends on consid- 
erations of context and circum- 
stance. And those considerations 
are independent and separate 
from whether one agrees with the 
social or political objectives being 
pursued. 

Under the best of circum- 
stances, civil disobedience is ἃ 
morally uncertain and dangerous 
Strategy, one that has challenged 
political theorists for centuries. 
The only point upon which there is 
genuine consensus is that, when 
confronted with an unjust, pe- 
Temptory and overbearing govern- 
ment, with no possibility of change 
through persuasion, argument or 
other pacific means, civil disobedi- 
ence is morally justified. 

Clearly, the requisite conditions 
were satisfied in the case of Gan- 
dhi’s protest against the British, 
and no less so in the case of Mastin 
Luther King facing repressive, ¢x- 
clusionary state governments in 
the American South. 


But bow in the world do they 
apply to the current right-wing 
protests? 

in this country there are free 
elections, a Knesset, a contentious 
press, and complete freedom for 
strenuous debate. As our political 
history has repeatedly proved, the 
conditions and opportunity for or- 
derly political change are amply 
available and accessible. 

Indeed, the Oslo 2 agreement 
has just been ratified by the Knes- 
set by the slimmest possible mar-

gin, and the chance that the vote 
will be reversed on similar issues in 
the future cannot be foreclosed. 


CURRENT right-wing civil dis- 
obedience cannot, without cyni- 
cism, be passed off as an exercise 
in nonviolence. More subtly than 
some others, perhaps, but no less 
deliberately, these practitioners of 
civil disobedience rely for their ef- 
fectiveness on the ultimate deploy- 
ment of force. 

When masses of people lie down 
and block a traffic intersection, 
they expect — indeed hope — that 
police will be dispatched. They 
count on the inevitable photo- 
graphs of helpless, innocent dem- 
onstrators struggling in the arms of 
helmeted police wearing fearsome 
opaque visors, armed with batons, 
using water hoses or other photo- 
genic examples of civil oppression. 

It is unacceptable to claim a 
nonviolent intention when the 
Strategy is calculated to incite and 
inspire a violent response, It is the 
fact of that response and the result- 
ing public shock and notoriety that 
is the principal objective of the act.

Environmentalists bet foe’ 


on Earth’s state in 2005 


AT will the future 
bring? Is the world 
headed for develop- 


ment or destruction? Poverty or 
Plenty? Health or hopelessness? 
These are questions being de- 
bated around the world and most 
of us have formed an opinion. 
But few of us would be willing to 


; place a cash-down bet that we're 


right. 

Three Americans, two of them 
environmental specialists and one 
a professor of besiness adminis- 
tation, are willing to back their 


. predictions with a sizable amount 


of money. 

The environmentalists are 
Stanford University’s Pau) Ehr- 
lich and Stephen Schneider, and 
they say tha! the current worsen- 
ing of the world's environmental 
condition will result in world paov- 
erty, that the current world- wide 
AIDS epidemic will reach cata- 
Strophic proportions and that 
global warming and ozone deple- 
tion will bring about 4 failure of 
agriculture and mass starvation. 
These opinions have been widely 
stated and pablished. 

Julian Simon is a much read 
and quoted professor from the 
University of Maryland in Col- 
lege Park. A right-wing econo- 
mist, Simon regularly refers to 
environmentalists as ‘‘doom-say- 
ers”’ and ‘“‘prophets of disaster." 
According to Simon, the world 
situation is improving and will 
Continue to improve. 

It was this difference of opin- 
ion that led Simon to challenge 
“‘any wrong-headed doomster’’ 
who disagrees to take up the 
gamiiet and place a bet. in the 
pages of the San Francisco 
Chronicle Simon offered to bet

anyone $12,000 on any “trend per- 
taining (to material human wel- 


- fare.’” The bets are to be placed 


now, and in 2005 a panel ap- 
pointed by the president of the 
US National Academy of Science 
will decide who wins. 

Ehrlich and Schneider are both 
willing to take up Simon’s chal- 
lenge. They have placed bets on 
each of 15 environmental trends 
they believe wil] worsen over the 
next 10 years. Their list includes: 
tising global temperatures, in- 
creased AJDS infection, ocean 
depletion, decreased wheat and 
Tice production, jower buman 
Sperm counts, more air and water 


Simon places his faith and 
roots his optimism im the ingenu- 
ity of the human race and points 
out the positive trends he sces; 
increased life expectancy, greater 
access to, health care, improve- 
ment in. education and literacy. 
He believes that the undeniable 
deteriorations to which the envi- 
Tonmentalists point are tempo- 
‘ary situations soon to be reme- 
died by technological advances. 


decreased air and water pollu- 
tion, Simon believes. Bio-engi- 
neering will produce high-yield 
crops and modern aquaculture 
will mean more fish. A treatment 
and, perhaps, a cure for AIDS is 
on the horizon, he says, as well as 
a vaccine 10 prevent its spread. 


This is not the first encounter 
of this sort berween Simon and 
Ehrlich. Fifteen years ago Simon 
bet Ehrlich and two physicists af 
the University of California ai 
Berkeley that the price of five 
important metals would not in- 
crease over a 10-year period. The 
physicists and the environmental- 


ist said that world reserves of ᾿ 


these metals were being depleted 
and that scarcity would raise their 
price. In the end, the prices of all 
five metals remained stable and 
Simon collected $3,000 from his 


antagonists, 

It is not only these three ex- 
perts who are involved in the wa- 
ger. From the time the news of 
the bet reached the Internet the 
two opposing camps started to 
gather support - both authorities 
and interested amateurs have 
joined in the game. Side bets be- 
tween opposing parties prolifer- 
ated over the Net and at this 
point no one knows just how 
much money is riding on the out- 
come. The fact that Simon won: 
the previons bet tilts the odds in; 
his favor where many are con-' 
cemed. Others say that Ehrlich 
and Schneider have chosen 
trends that will be hard to re- 
verse. They point ont that the 
selection of a specific trend 
doesn’t prove that human welfare 
will be harmed and that Simon's 
predictions are more specific in 
this: area 


But whether or not Simon's 
Jock will hold and his predictions ᾿ 
will be found valid, Ehrlich and 
Schneider say they will be satis- 
fied. If they win they will have 
proven their prediction 10 be cor- 
tect, while if they lose all homan- 
kind will benefit.

DIODOROS I, the Greek Or- 
thodox patriarch of Jerusalem, 
yesterday bestowed Golden 

Peace Prize awards on Prime 
Minister Rabin and Foreign Min- 
ister Shimon Peres at a ceremony 
on the Mount of Olives. despite 
pressure from Palestinians to 
cancel it. 

“The Palestinians insisted that 
the ceremony shouldn't take place 
in eastern Jerusalem, because they 
would like to avoid a precedent,” 
Metropolitan Timothy, the secre- 
tary of the Greek Orthodox Patri- 
archate, said last night. 

He said that the church felt 
that Viri Galilei, the patriarchal 
residence, has been part of the 
patriarchate for 100 years and 
thus has attained the status of a 
holy place. For the church, he 
said, the ceremony had religious 
meaning and no political impact. 

Last week, Diodoros bestowed 
similar medals on Jordan's King 
‘Hussein and Crown Prince Has- 


- san. He also intends to bestow a 


medal on Palestinian Authority 


Chairman Yasser Arafat in Gaza 
on a date yet to be set. 

Israeli officials said the Palestin- 
jans had put enormous pressure on 
the patmarchate either to cancel 
the event or to grant Arafat's med- 
al toa Palestinian representative at 
the same ceremony. In the face of 
the patriarchate’s Tefusal, the in- 
vited Palestinian representatives 
chose not to attend. 

Those attending included the 
ambassadors of Egypt. the US, 
Japan, Germany, Austria, Yugo- 
slavia, Belarus, South Africa, 
and Panama, and the heads of 
almost all the churches of Jerusa- 
lem, with the exception of Latin 
Patriarch Michel Sabbah and An- 
glican Bishop Samir Kafity, both 
of whom have been identified 
with the Palestinians. 

In his address, Diodoros ex-
